Vitamins and the Babys Diet 


By R. and W. FRAZER 


ABDEC DROPS contain a 
balanced ration of the four es- 
sential vitamins A, B, D and © 
and the required number of 
drops according to baby’s age 
are added to the formula when 
it is being prepared. .There is 
no unpleasant taste to cause 
baby to reject the food. 


Perhaps it may be as well 
‘iefly to mention what those 
_Aour vitamins do for. the baby. 
Vitamin A _ is essential to 
healthy eyes and skin. Babies 
and young children need pro- 
pertionately more vitamin A 
than aduits. 


Vitamin B1 is the first of 
what is known as the B group 
complex. There are several dif- 
ferent elements linked in the B, 
group of vitamins, three of 
which may be briefly ‘mention- 
ed. B1 occurs in a number of 
fresh foods, notably whole 
grains and yeast. When this 
vitamin BI! is deficient in a 
person’s diet some of the signs 
may be loss of energy, lack of 
appetite, fatigue and digestive 
disturbance. Continued serious 
deficiency of vitamin B1 leads 
to Berri Berri. 


Vitamin B2 has a special 
function in keeping the eves 
healthy and also the. soft tis- 
sues arotind -the mouth and 
nose, ; 


Vitamin B6 is used in nervous 
disorders and . ‘sometimes in 
anaemia and other diseases. . 
. The ony other member of the 
B group complex’ we need to 
mention is B12 which is called 
the growth vitamin. It aids the 
development of the body  tis- 
sues generally. 

Vitamin C is the anti scurvy 
vitamin and is obtainable from 


fresh fruits and. in = small 
amounts in milk and other 
foods. S 


It is destroyed by heat and it 
is difficult to assess accuraiely 
the content of this vitamin in 
ordinary foods. Babies will ob- 
tain some if given fruit juice 
and milk but it is wise to give 





a definite amount daily. Which 
of course, is the case if you use 
ABDEC drops. 


Vitamin C is of importance 
to he skin the blood and = in- 
creases the tone of membranes 
such as those lining the throat 
and bronchial tubes and in 
this manner helps in warding 
off colds and other infections. 


The remaining vitamin, D, 
is found naturally in fish oils 
and in small amounts in milk 
butter and eggs. 


-Vitamin enables the body lo 
utilise calcium and phosphorus 
to make sound bones and teeth.

All these vitamin elements 
are essential to the natural un- 
retarded and normal  develop- 
ment of a child. Some of them 
are needed by the young in 
greater amounts than by older 
persons. 


To return to infant fecding 
in general it should be unneces- 
sary in these enlightened days 
to stress the need: for scrupuious 
cleanliness in everything that 
has to do with the preparation 
of the food. All saucepans and 
vessels and the bottles must be 
absolutely clean and this ap- 
plies to the hands of the person 
preparing the food. 


Our main purpose has been to 
stress the need for ensuring 
that there be no deficiency of 





essential elements, especially 
vitamins, in the early months. 
As we said at the beginning the 
Melbourne surveys have come 4s 
something of a shock to any 
persons interested in infant 
welfare. ; 


As well as the milk formula 
the infant should have fruit 
juice such as orange or tomato 
juice. and drinks of water at 
regular intervals. There is a 
trend too, recently in many 
quarters to introduce babies to 
a number of other foods much 
earlier in life than used to be 
the case. 


Not that infants of say four 


to six months old actually con-]_ 


sume very much of such foods 
as meat juices and vegetable 
purees and so on but they be- 
come accustomed to the taste 
and are less of a problem wnen 
the’ time comes to change the 
eating habits in order to in- 
clude ‘solid -foods- Cereal -.faods 
are usually the first of the so- 
lids because they are bland in 
taste and easily digested.
